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STILL THE BEST MAN. 


AN INTERVIEW BY CABLE WITH JAKE 
*  GAUDAUR, THE OARSMAN. 


The ‘‘Post-Dispateh’’ Correspondent Has a 
_Chat with the American Champion and 
His Backer, Mr. St. John—Jake Believes 

If He Had Had More Time to Train He 
Would Have Defeated Beach—The Ameri- 
can’s Policy—The Australian a Splendid 
Fellow—One of Hanlan's Stories Denied. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, September 23.—I was only able to 
catch Gaudaur and St. John last night 
at their quarters at the Fox and 
Hounds Hotel in Putney. They origin- 
ally intended visiting Paris for a few days, 
butas the time was so short, they decided 
that it was better to see as much of Lon- 
don as possible. Hence it has been 
difficult to run them down. They leave Liver- 
pool Saturday and will be in St. Louis again 
on the 3d or 4th of October. Mr. St. John was 
out when Iealled, but Gaudaur was in, and 
glad to see me. I believe I am the only person 
so fortunate as to secure an interview 
on behalf of any paper. Retiring into 
the garden atthe back of his hotel, and seat- 
ing ourselves in a sort of summer house, Gau- 
daur procured alight and opened his heart in 
response to my inquiries. 


Do you think Beach is the better man?’’ I 
asked Gaudaur. 

He replied deliberately: ‘‘No; but in Satur- 
day’s match a great deal depended on cir- 
cumstances. If Il had been here ten days ora 
fortnight longer, or if the race had taken 
place on dead water, I entertain no 
doubt that I should have won it. The 
current was against me. The only thing that 
carried Beach by me was that he had more 
tide. Had he continued sculling moreover, I 
should have beaten him. 

MY POLICY WAS THIS: 

J felt that if I made a great effort just 
after shooting Hammersmith Bridge, Beach 
would either give in or drop behind. This 
effort fairly exhausted me, but I accomplished 
my object. Beach did stop. He only went on 
again in response to the earnest entreaties 
of Tom Green, who showed him up. Tom 
Green, in fact, won the race, not Beach. Had 
he had no pilot, Beach would not have gone 
the whole course. The truth is that we both 
worked so hard that we rowed ourselves prac- 
tically to a standstill. Mr. St. John’s opinion 
is the same ds mine. 

ST. JOHN’S OPINION. 

Gaudaur had not said this long before his 
backer putin an appearance. He confirmed 
and emphasized Gaudaur’s remarks. 

They maysay what they like about an er- 
ror of judgment in the selection of the 
course, said Mr. St. John. If a log were 
put in where Gaudaur started and another 
where each started, at the end 
of a mile, the latter would be fifty yards 
ahead, owing to the stronger current in the 
center, where Beach was. Beach admitted to 
me that he was anxious to quit when he 
stopped seulling. My opinion is that Gaudaur, 
in his desperate effortto make his opponent 
stop, overtaxed his strength. Gaudaur would 
beat him any day on dead water.’’ 

BEACH A SPLENDID FELLOW. 

Both Gaudaur and St. John entertain the 
highest respect for the Australian champion. 

Beach is a spiendid fellow, concluded St. 
John. In fact the entire Australian com- 
pany bear but little resemblance to many men 
of their profession. They are uniformly fair 
and courteous.’’ 

In London, Saturday’s race was admitted to 
be the best ever seen over the Thames course. ‘ 
When Gaudaur and Beach shook hands after 
it was over, Beach said: 

‘*‘Gaudaur, you are not only the best man in

Post- DISPATCH reporter stationed at Fourth

Dillon’s Fiery Speech Regarded as Defiance 
by the Government—The Irish Policy to be 
‘Vigorously Combated—Gen. Villacampa, 
Leader of the Spanish Insurgents, Cap- 
tured—Lillian Russell’s Husband Arrested 
for Bigamy—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 23.—The Irishmen are 
grumbling loudly over the new commission. 
They say the landlord’s interest is unduly rep- 
resented and neither of its members are 
likely to favor the tenants, The Irish Tories on 
the other hand object strongly to Lords 
Miltown and Cowper, and are seriously frigh- 
tened at the appointment of Sir James Oaird 
who stated in the Times that a third of the 
economic rent ofthe Irish holdings had dis- 
appeared. The commission, nevertheless, 
is not a bad one. The chances are that it will 
report the judicial rents as too high. 

With regard to the winter prospects there 
are two significant indications in addition to 
Beach’s threat of coercion. The first was 
Dillon’s fiery speech of Wednesday morning 
in which he declared with passionate em- 
phasis that as long as he had life and liberty, 
as long as the Government left him that lib- 
erty, he would counsel the Irish people to 
continue the policy of resistance. An extraor- 
dinary hush came over the House when 
the words were spoken and the Govern- 
ment accepted the speech as defiance. 
The second point was Churchill’s hint 
of a reform procedure, backed by Salisbury’s 
declaration last night that the new Irish tac- 
tics were means of torture which could not be 
submitted to and survive. 

The Irishmen take this to mean that their 
policy, both in Westminster and in Ireland, 
will be vigorously combated. Their 
present policy is simply organiza- 
tion if the Government determine 
to support the landlords. There will be 
evictions, suppression of the Land League 
and wholesale imprisonments. It is remarka- 
ble that the stormy petrel of Irish affairs, 
Clifford Lloyd, was seen last night convers- 
ing with members of the Government. The 
Irishmen are all satisfied with Tuesday’s 
division and think it is a great thing to have 
got together 120 Liberals,

TOUGH PEELEBS, 


Philadelphia Policemen Create a Reign of 
Terror While Drunk. 


PHILAPELPHIA, September 23.—There was a 
reign of terror yesterday in the Fifth Ward. 
Storekeepers closed their places of business 
and citizens closed up their houses to keep 
out, not a disorganized mob, but the sworn 
police officers of the city, who, crazy 
with liquor, were shooting right 
and left. Police Lieutenant David 
P. Roche, Common Councilman John R. 


Lloyd, Police Sergeant Beatty, Constable 
Vance, Jake Schick, ex-Councilman and dive- 
keeper: Patrolman Carey and about ten po- 
licemen and ward rounders, went into the sa- 
loon kept by Harry Doelp, at No. 316 South 
Sixth street, yesterday afternoon at about 5 
o’clock. They were all under the influence of 
liquor and Roche and Lloyd were particularly 
drunk. Inthe saloon, when they entered, 
was J. F. Redenach, the keeper of the saloon 
in Swanwick street, below Sansom, Which was 
the polling place which was raided by John 
R. Lioyd, candidate for the Legislature, and 
Constable Vance on Tuesday night. A friend 
of Redenach’s named Otto Knoop and several 
other men were also in the saloon. 
As Redenach had sworn out warrants 
for Lloyd and Vance, it was found that the 
gang had come to assault him, and acting 
under the advice of Doelp, Redenach ran out 
the buck move He had barely léft the saloon 
when a number of negroes entered and step- 
ped up to the bar to take a drink. Lieut. 
Roche was sitting at a table but he arose and 
staggering toward the party, exclaimed: 
‘*You’re the d——~ — -— that worked for 
Bruno Ernst, d—n you. You han’t ought to 
vote anyhow.’’ 

He then drew a revolver and began firing at 
the frighteued negroes, who were trying to 
escape through the door. Sergt. Beatty also 
drew a pistol and fired atthe crowd. The rest 
of the gang went for them: with black jacks. 
Just as Lieut. Roche reached the door 
he fired at William Powell, a negro 
living on Middle alley above Sixth 
street, and the ball hit him in the neck, 
inflicting a dangerous wound. Powell was 
taken to his home, but very soon afterward 
brought out by some officers and placed in a 
cab. In the cab were Robert Lister Smith, 
David Mouat and Oscar Stein, the policy-back- 
er, ail friends of Roche. The cab was then 
driven rapidly up town, and was lost sight of 
near Frankford. Those who saw Powell aiter 
he was shot sa that he cannot live. 
After shooting owell Lieut. Roche and 
Councilman Lioyd attacked Charles Petroff, 
living on Locust street, and beat him on the 
head with blackjacks until he was insensible. 
He was taken to the hospital, and is thought 
to be fatally wounded. The citizens of the 
Fifth Ward were in a high state of excitement 
to-night over the fight, and were loud in their 
denunciation of Roche and his rough follow- 
ing. It was said that a warrant had been issued 
for the arrest of Lieut. Roche.

NEW YORK, September 23.—A Columbia (8. 
C.) special to the Tribune says: Dr. B. F. 
Wyman of Aken County makes the following 
statement concerning the peculiar effects of 
the great earthquake on the night of August 
30 upon the Rev. W. Mosely, a Methodist 
Minister of that County: Between 12 and 1 
o’clock on the night of August 31, I was called 
to visit Mr. Mosely, who had been taken sud- 
denly sick during the first shock. I 
found him in bed, talking cheerfully. 
He told me at once that he was not 


sick; that he never feit better in his life; that 
just preceding the shock of the earthquake he 
would be seized witha peculiar tingling sen- 
sation, beginning at his toes and feet and 
oe tiga extending to his thumbs and whole 

ody. hile apoaking he suddenly screamed 
out: ‘Another shock is coming.’ At the same 
time he grew red in the face and all the mus- 
cles ot his body became convulsed and drawn, 
and he appeared as one under a great strain or 
receiving an overcharge of electricity from 
an electrical battery. singular fact 
connected with all these attacks was that he 
became aware ofthe approach of a shock a 
considerable period of time before other mem- 
bers of the family. Another singular fact that 
I observed was that while the shock was at i 
height, and the house and furniture were 
rocking and rattling his muscles became re- 
laxed, the attack passed off, and he declared 
himself as feeling all right, and was calm and 
cheerful. He was certainly suffering from an 
overcharge of electrical fluid upoh an excited 
and over-strained nervous system.’’

A TERRIBLE CRIME. 


James Keevan, a Laborer, Murdered by His 
Wife, at Kingston, N. J. 


PRINCETON, N. J., September 73.—News was 
received here yesterday that a terrible murder 
was committed Tuesday evening at Kingston, 
between here and New Brunswick. The vic- 
tim was James Keevan, who lived alone with 
his wife on the north side of the village.

New YorK, September 2%.—John W. 
Mackay has returned to New York after 
three months of attempted living in 
the wilds of San Francisco, and is 
staying at the Hoffman House. He is 
still as straight asa poplar.
